'Title 37, Code of Federal Regulations, § 1 .56: 

(a) A patent by its very nature is affected with a public interest. The public interest is best served, and the most effective patent 
examination occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is aware of and evaluates the teachings of 
all information material to patentability.

(b) Under this section, information is material to patentability when it is not cumulative to information already of record or being 
made of record in the application, and (1) it establishes, by itself or in combination with other information, a prima facie case of 
unpatentability; o r ( 2) it r efutes, o r is inc onsistent w ith, a p osition t he ap plicant t akes in: ( i) o pposing an ar gument o f 
unpatentability relied on by the Office, or (ii) asserting an argument of patentability. 
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
